‘CRIMES AGAINST 


HUMANITY’

BEIJING Torture, deliberate starvation and oth- 
er abuses carried out by North Korean authori- 
ties—possibly on the orders of supreme leader 
Kim Jong Un himself—constitute crimes 
against humanity and should be referred to an 
international court or tribunal for prosecution, 
United Nations investigators said Monday. 

“These crimes against humanity entail ex- 
termination, murder, enslavement, torture, 
imprisonment, rape, forced abortions and 
other sexual violence, persecution on politi- 
cal, religious, racial and gender grounds, the 
forcible transfer of populations, the enforced 
disappearance of persons and the inhumane 
act of knowingly causing prolonged starva- 
tion,” said a 400-page report unveiled in Ge- 
neva by the UN. Commission of Inquiry on 
Human Rights in North Korea. 

It added that the “gravity, scale and nature 
of the violations” in the totalitarian state over 


several decades do not have “any parallel in 
the contemporary world.” 

However, the chair of the panel established 
by the U.N. Human Rights Council in March 
2033, retired Australian chief justice Michael 
Kirby, said the findings reminded him of the 
extensive horrors committed by Nazi Germa- 
ny and other Axis powers and fully revealed 
only at the end of World War II. 

“I hope the international community will 
be moved by the detail” in this report, which 
included information from hundreds of wit- 
nesses, Kirby said. “Ioo many times in this 
building, there are reports and no action.” 

Although the report catalogs systematic 
abuses that have long been reported by hu- 
man rights activists, defectors, foreign media 
outlets and foreign governments, the com- 
prehensive nature of the report by a U.N.- 
appointed panel itself was unprecedented. 

The document called for urgent action by 


the international community, including refer- 
ral to the International Criminal Court in the 
Hague. Alternatively, it noted that the UN. 
Security Council has the power to set up a 
special tribunal for North Korea. 

However, many observers believe any at- 
tempt to take such action would be blocked 
by China, North Korea’s neighbor and closest 
ally and a veto-wielding permanent member

of the Security Council. The report chas- 
tised China for forcibly repatriating some 
North Korean refugees and for denying some 
20,000 children born to North Korean wom- 
en in China the ability to register for health 
and educational services. 

The U.N. Human Rights Council is to con- 
sider the panel’s recommendations at a meet- 
ing next month. 


THE REBUTTAL 

North Korea, in a statement provided to news 
agencies in Geneva, rejected the panel's find- 
ings. “We will continue to strongly respond to 
the end to any attempt of regime-change and 
pressure under the pretext of ‘human rights 
protection,’ ” it said, Reuters reported.

Most Chicagoans would probably not de- 
scribe this winter as “fun” or even “kind of fun.” 
It is the fifth snowiest, with more than 66 inch- 
es to date, according to the National Weather 
Service, and among the Top 5 percent for chilli- 
ness since 1871 as of Monday afternoon, ac- 
cording to the Tribune Weather Center. 

Besides the annoyance of sliding over ice- 
covered sidewalks and abandoning vacation 
plans because of flight cancellations, the re- 
cord cold may bring other complications, in- 
cluding seasonal affective disorder—a form of 
depression that typically accompanies change 
in weather. 

About 6 percent of Americans are affected 
by a severe form of seasonal affective disorder, 
experts say. Symptoms include a decrease in 
energy and an increase in hopelessness, and 
doctors recommend light therapy and/or med- 
ications to battle the mood change. 

“The thought is that with the loss of sunlight 
... some patients’ biological cycles become dis- 
rupted,” said Dr. Pedro Dago, who specializes 
in depression and bipolar disorder at North- 
western Memorial Hospital. “Folks tend to 
have trouble getting started in the morning.”

Awinter storm laced with lightning and thun- 
der dumped about half a foot of snow across 
the Chicago area in a matter of hours Mon- 
day, much of it arriving in time to snarl the 
evening commute, and made this season the 
city’s fifth snowiest on record.

Ethiopian plane hijacked 
by co-pilot to Switzerland 


GENEVA A co-pilot who hijacked an Ethiopian 
Airlines flight to seek asylum in Switzerland 
on Monday surrendered to police at Geneva 
airport after jumping out of a cockpit window 
and scrambling down an emergency rope. 

The airliner’s second-in-command, named 
by Ethiopia as Hailemedhin Abera Tegegn, 31, 
took control of the plane when the pilot left 
the cockpit to use the toilet. He then sent a 
coded signal announcing he had hijacked his 
own aircraft. 

With the airliner on the tarmac, an un- 
armed Hailemedhin made his exit via a cock- 
pit window, without harming passengers or 
crew, police spokesman Pierre Grangean told 
a news conference. 

“Just after landing, the co-pilot came out of 
the cockpit and ran to the police and said, ‘’'m 
the hijacker.’ He said he is not safe in his own 
country and wants asylum,” Grangean said. 

The opposition and rights campaigners in 
Ethiopia accuse the government of stifling 
dissent and torturing political detainees. But 


it is rare for state officials and employees — 
Ethiopian Airlines is run by the state—to 
seek asylum. 

The last senior official to do so fled to the 
United States in 2009. 

Ethiopia said Hailemedhin had worked for 
Ethiopian Airlines for the past five years and 
had no criminal record. 

“So far it was known that he was medically 
sane, until otherwise he is proven through the 
investigation which is going on right now,” 
Redwan Hussein, spokesman for the Ethio- 
pian government, told a news conference. 

Redwan said Ethiopia may ask for his extra- 
dition. 

Ethiopian Airlines pilots had visas to travel 
freely to Europe, he said, adding that it made 
no sense to hijack one’s own plane given “that 
the anti-hijacking law in any country is se- 
vere” and can lead to up to 20 years in prison. 

Redwan said among the 193 passengers on 
board the Boeing aircraft were 139 Italians, 
1 American and four French nationals.

Poll: Majority of players 
OK with gay teammate

An ESPN poll indicated that 86 percent of 
NFLplayers surveyed would accept having an 
openly gay teammate. 

The poll was taken in light of Missouri 
defensive end Michael Sam coming out as a 
homosexual. Sam was expected to be taken 
in the May draft but it is not certain how the 
revelation will affect his draft status. 

ESPN surveyed 51 players (nearly the equiv- 
alent of an NFL roster) and asked four true- 
false questions. 

Forty-four players (86 percent) indicated 
that a teammate’s sexual orientation did not 
matter to them, and 39 (76 percent) indicated 
they would be comfortable showering around 
a gay teammate. 

However, 32 players (less than 63 percent) 
responded that they had teammates or coach- 
es who used homophobic slurs last season. 
Also, only 25 of the 51 players (49 percent) 
indicated that an openly gay player would be 
comfortable in an NFL locker room; 21 (or 
41 percent) said he would not be comfortable, 
while another five (10 percent) did not answer. 

Players appeared to be most concerned 
about how to relate to a gay teammate or if 
they needed to behave differently around him. 

“Whoever takes [Sam in the draft} should 
have an open talk at the beginning of camp, 
where everybody can ask what he’s comfort- 
able with, what offends him, what boundaries 
there should be,” one starting wide receiver 
said. “When it comes to race, people already 
know the boundaries, to a certain extent. But 
I don’t think football players are overly famil- 
iar with what can and can’t be said around a

Yet when JT really hit his stride, as in the 
combo of “Take Back the Night,” “Murder” 
(with an introductory quote of “Jungle Boogie”) 
and “Poison,” he was in command and expertly 
allowing the crowd in on the fun. It was a 
four-star section of a three-star show that only 
reaffirmed what’s been true for a while: When 
he’s good (most of his singles, “SNT), he’s re- 
ally good. When he’s not (most of “The 20/20 
Experience Volume 2,” “Runner Runner”), you 
wish he’d focus on what he does best.
